SAIGON. Feb. 15 (API —Amer- 
ican £-53 bomber squadron rein- 
forcements— rushed from the 
United States to Guam in the 
western "Pacific—- have Soloed “a.

dochina, which resumed tonight 
after a 24-hour allied eease-flra 
for the Tet tiwa*- new year.

squadrons began flying their fires 
m issions from Guam yesterday. 
The command refused to confirm 
or deny that the Guam-based 
B-62s had Joined the campaign, 
saying only that the air opera- 
tions "could include B-523 from 
Guam."

. nounced the phasing out of an- 
other 4J>80 troops lrom ’Vietnam, 
the biggest single cut in four 
- months. At the same time, the 
command disclosed that’ sir 
strikes had been increased to -ns 
many as 350 a day in South Viet- 
nam, plus scares of others In Laps 
and Cambodia. 

A communique said the latest 
air raids from dawn to dusk

NICOSIA, Feb. 15 (NYT).— 
President Makarios rallied thou- 
sands of loyal GreefcOypriots in 
the streets of his capital today 
as his government withheld a 
formal reply to Greek government 
demands for a stronger voice in 
Cyprus affairs. '. 

_ Official sources said, the Cyprus 
government would delay the re- 
jection of the Greek ultimatum, in 
a deliberate effort to tone down 
the sharp confrontation between 
Cyprus and Greece that arose last 
weekend. 

. Meanwhile, the visible popular 


support which the Island’s presi- 
dent and archbishop has always 
enjoyed served as a reminder that 
the independent-minded leader 
could not be defied without a 
struggle. 

Sources in the president's, en- 
tourage said President Makarlr^ 
sat down to lunch in his resi- 
dence, then decided to make an 
..appearance on. .the balcony to 
reassure the crowd. 

“There may be various plans 
behind the scenes to impose po- 
litical Ideas on the Greek-Cypriot 
population contrary to the peo- 
ple's will" he said. "But all

At the beginning of this century, Peking 
still enclosed the Forbidden City, a place of 
mystery to most of the world, shrouded tn 
the poesy and legend of Xanadu and Cam- 
baluc. Memories there were of -the men of 
God and men of money, the monks and 
Marco Polos, who had traversed the roof 
of the worid to reach a land of sflfcg and 
jade and tea; of small ships that went out 
of New England, rounded the terrible Horn, 
traded for furs in Northwest America and 
for fragrant sandalwood in the Sandwich 
Islands, that they might lade the exotic 
wares of the East 

Tomorrow, the president of a nation that 
was a wilderness when the Kubla Shan 
ruled an already ancient state will set out 
by Jet for Xanadu. He will stop over in 
Hawaii, stripped now of its sandalwood, 
with- concrete towers where the grass houses 
once stood; fly across the vast ocean that 
the Polynesians had conquered in canoes; 
come to earth in a country where the state- 
ly pleasure domes of Coleridge's imagining 
stand as relics of a romantic past, and teem- 
ing cities, grown gray at the breath of 
Marxism, Cluster around factories, rather 
than temples. Even the moon, that wanly 
lit the poet’s Xanadu,, has known men’s 
footsteps, and its dark side has been illu- 
mined. 

Only shreds of poetic glory win trail Presi- 
dent Nixon’s jet to Xanadu, The drama of 
his visit Is on a different plane-^some com- 
plain that heads of state should stay at 
home and build up diplomatic machinery-; 


some that Japan (which was preserved 
from Kubla’s Incursion by a "heavenly 
wind") wU resent the journey; some that 
nothing good can come of inviting oneself 
into an Aslan Communist stronghold. But 
most Americans, most citizens of this trou- 
bled world of 1972, regard the presidential 
venture as a good omen in the Year of the 
Rat. 

For It is at least probable that the busi- 
ness-like exchange of views, by Mr. Nixon, 
Mr. Kissinger, Mao Tse-tung and Chou En- 
lai will, if it leads to. nothing less, diminish 
those ominous sounds which Coleridge’s 
Kubla .head amid the tumult: “Ancestral 
voices prophesying war.” Nixon has heard 
those voices, and Mao Tse-tung, and all the 
world. To stm them, whatever the means, 
gives hope. 

It Is good to know, on the eve of Mr. 
Nixon’s travels, that trade between the 
United States and the mainland may be 
broadened. It Is good to know. In the same 
context, that the Chinese are permitting 
their people to again read translations of 
Rousseau and Adam Smith. Both may be 
considered practical advantages accruing to 
Americans and Chinese from the trip. But 
above all, above the melodramatics of per- 
sonal diplomacy, the hard bargaining at 
trade and the tatters of romance that still 
adhere to contacts between China and the 
West, is the prospect that China and the 
United States will barter less lethal goods 
than nuclear bombs. So, for all the critics, 
the world must bid Mr. Nixon "bon voyage.” 


A Rather Grand Larceny 


Not since the Merry pranks of Till Eulen- 
spiegel has rascality won as wide and eager 
an audience as the alleged deeds of Clifford 
Irving. There is an added liveliness, even a 
certain gaiety. In the conversation of dinner 
guests and literate barflies since the charges 
first surfaced concerning the obscure writer 
from Ibiza who sold Ufe magazine and Mc- 
graw-Hfll, Inc, an "autobiography” of the 
recluse Howard Hughes. 

No doubt the very nature of the volume’s 
subject stimulated advance interest— an in- - 
terest intensified when Mr. Hughes, or rea- 
sonable facsimile thereof, disavowed the 
work at a telephonic news conference. But 
that gentleman has long since been displaced 
in the public mind by Mr. Irving himself, 
not to mention his attractive wife and the 
several ladles who turned up in the exotic 
places he visited in the course of his labors. 

Mystery, a touch of scandal and the strong 
possibility of crime — these would be enough 
-to account for a fair share of public interest. 
But what may wjfJ. have sent the case sky- 
rocketing was the nostalgic sense it con- 
veyed of a simpler and more innocent day. 


when crime could be absorbing without 
having, to be violent; fascinating without 
doing, irreparable harm— except perhaps to 
the sensibilities of the victim, and, above 
ah, perplexing without being insoluble. 
After endless and fruitless preoccupation 
with such seemingly unsolvable problems as 
Vietnam, the Middle East and the like, there 
was something cheerful about an intriguing 
puzde that was certain to be unraveled in 
the end. 


None of this is to say that if a hoax has ■ 
been committed, the hoaxers Should escape 
paying the price; that grand larceny, mao. 
fraud, forgery and other assorted offenses 
should go unpunished. But the zest with, 
which this highly publicized .case is being 
pursued on all legal . (not to mention jour- 
nalistic) fronts seems excessive when the 
jails are overflowing with obscure defendants 
awaiting their day in court Can a city 
many months behind on its criminal calen- 
dar really spare six assistant district attor- 
neys to probe the Irving case when federal 
prosecutors, similarly hard at work; win in 
any event take priority?

Coal Strike in Britain 
Isn’t it the duty of a government to antic- 
ipate and avoid crises like the one that 
laces the country this week — with wholesale 
disruption of Industry, mass unemployment 
and short-time working, and with pain and 
damage to the most vulnerable members of 
the community? Or can It shrug everything 
off as part of the price we must pay for 
living in a free society?

minating his life? A doctor can- - 
not lawfully grant such a request 
today. 

We must look to the law to 
enunciate a distinction between 
a merciful act and a malevolent 
act. Should not new. legislation 
be enacted that would permit a 
qualified physician to grant his ' 
patient's request for termination 
of his life, provided that it is 
done to accordance with, . and 
only to accordance ■ with, legal 
safeguards to protect each indivi- 
dual's right to tore as well as Ms 
right to die? Today some ddo*. 
tors admit , that they are violat- 
ing present law in order to grant 
this wish. Yet, many are tmwUl- 
' tog to violate the law or. risk 
being accused, of murder. This 
Is especiaDjr. true If the patient 
Is to a hospital where the action 
might be discovered and reported.

Edgar Snow, 66, U.'S. Writer 
Esteemed by Mao and Chou 


GENEVA, Feb. 15 (NYT).— 
Edgar P. Snow, 66, the American 
journalist who was an expert on 
China, died o£ cancer early today 
in his Swiss residence In the 
village of Bysta, overlooking Lake 
Geneva. 

Mr. Snow enjoyed the high 
regard of Chairman Mao TSe- 
tong. Premier Chou En-lai and 
other Chinese leaders. It was the 
premier who disclosed early this 
month that Mr. Snow was suffer- 
ing from cancer. 

He made the disclosure when he 

told American visitors to Peking 
that a medical team had been 
sent by the Chinese g o vernment 
to the Swiss village to attend Mr. 
Snow. 

Last week Mrs. Snow, the for- 
mer Lois Wheeler, issued a state- 
ment that the Snow family was 
"deeply moved" by the Chinese 
government’s action. Family 
friends said the medical team 
from Peking consisted, of two 
doctors, a nurse and Dr. George 
Hatem, a long-time resident of 
China of Lebanese origin. 

However, Mr. Snow's illness was 
already irreversible, and the 
doctors concentrated on making 
him as comfortable as possible. 

Friends say that last year Mr. 
Snow underwent acupuncture 
treatment In Lausanne for back 
pains. 

He underwent major Western- 
style surgery in December, also 
" in Lausanne, at which time his 
spleen was removed. 

The Chinese doctors sent from 
Peking did not use acupuncture, 
according to friends of the Snow 
family. 

Mr. Snow had been scheduled to 
cover the visit to Peking of Presi- 
dent Nixon for a tLS. magazine. 

In addition to Mrs. Snow, at 
the writer’s bedside at his death 
were the Snow children — daughter 
Sian, 20, and son Christopher, 18. 

“Friendly Personage’ 

Among China hands, Edgar 
Snow occupied a special place as 
the one American journalist with 
access to the leaders of the Peo- 
ple's Republic, who regarded him 
as "a friendly personage." It 
was a friendship that went back 
to the middle 1930s when he 
made the acquaintance of Mao 
Tbe-tung. Chou En-lai, Lin Piao 
and other Communist leaders in 
their redoubt in Yenan and re- 
ported on their activities. 

Mr. Snow was in China early 
in 1971 for a series of interviews, 
m one of them. Premier Chou 
dropped the hint that his coun- 
try might be willing to talk with 
the United States. ‘The door is 
open," the premier told Mr. 
Snow. The remark was even- 
tually picked up by the White 
House, with the result that Presi- 
dent Nixon arranged to visit 
Peking. 

The Chinese further displayed 
their respect for Mr. Snow by in- 
viting him to stand atop the 
Tlenamen Gate in Peking with 
Chairman Mao. This did not 
signify that Mr. Snow agreed 
with Chinese doctrines, but rather 
that the Chinese thought him a 
fair and sensitive reporter of 
mainland moods and events. 

Based on Two Boobs 

Mr. Snow's reputation in the 
West was based on two books— 
"Red Star Over China,” first 
published in 1937 and revised and 
reissued in 1969. and "The Other 
Side of the River: Red China 
Today.” pubil.hed in 1962. 

"Red Star Over China" was 
the first report in depth on the 
Chinese Communists, then widely 
regarded as a negligible factor 
in Chinese politics. After walk- 
ing across the broken hills of 
Shensi in 1936. Mr. Snow entered 
a straggling village just south of 
the Great Wall and met parts oE 
the Red Army that had just con- 
cluded the historic “Long March" 
from southern China to a new 
haven. 

Mr. Snow reported with exu- 
berance how the insurgents were 
sustained by discipline. Idealism 
and political theory. He recount- 
ed Chairman Mao's version of his 
career until then, and he related 
the Communist program of that 
moment. He also suggested that 
the Mao policies of rooting cut 
feudalism, corruption and back- 
wardness In the countryside en- 
joyed substantial support. 

Equally important, Mr. Snow 
demonstrated that the Commu- 
nists were a formidable national- 
ist and anti-Japanese force, and 
not the bandits depicted by 
Chiang Kai-shek, the head of the 
nominal government of China. 

"The Other Side of the River” 
contained Mr. Snow's impressions 
of the new society in China os 
he saw It in I960 — 11 years after 
the revolution was proclaimed. 
Conceding the existence of some 
serious technological shortcom- 
ings. he found China to have 
made considerable progress to- 
ward improving the quality of 
life in major spheres- 

Defends His Work 

Because Mr. Snow's reportage 
was sometimes at odds with the 
opinions of China-watchers in 
Hong Kong and elsewhere, he 
was often accused of being an 
apologist for the regime. In an 
interview at Ids home in Switzer- 
land three years ago. he stoutly 
denied that he was either an 
apologist or a propagandist. "I 
have reported only what I have 
seen or what I bare obtained 
from reliable sources," the gray- 
halred journalist said, adding: 

“I lived in China for a dozen 
years. I speak Chinese. I have 
great empathy for the Chinese 
people. My function as a jour- 
nalist has been to reflect what I 
know. And this has clashed 
with some so-called experts who 
have preconceived opinions about 
what China ought to he or Who 
can’t believe any good at all or 
tha Chinese communists. Need- 


less to say, I am not a Commu- 
nist." • • 

Outwardly a peppery man who 
did not suffer fools, Mr. Snow 
was a jqyful companion in In- 
formal moments. He was full of 
tales of his adventures which 
were much prized by his friends. 
These friends— and they Included ' 
fellow journalists and Sinologists 
—valued him both as a sorree of 
information on China and for his 
enterprise as a reporter. His 
Swiss home, a converted farm- 
house in the hhiH above Lau- 
sanne. was often a clatter with 
visitors. 

Bom in Kansas City, Mo_ July 

19. 1905, Edgar Parks Snow was 
the son of James and Anna Edel- 
man Snow. He attended school 
in Kansas City and college at the 
University of Missouri. In his 
spare time he was a harvest 
hand and a railway worker. With 
an itch to travel and a convic- 
tion that he could write, he went 
East to the Columbia School of 
journalism, graduating in 1927. 

Into a Larger World 

From there he struck out into 
a larger world. He went first to 
Central America, then to Hawaii, 
supporting himself by free-lance 
writing for newspapers and mag- 
azines. By the end o.’ 1928. be 
had written bis way to Shanghai, 
intending to remain there only a 
few weeks. But he found that he 
liked the Chinese and so he re- 
mained in China for 32 years. 

His first job there was as as- 
sistant editor of the China Week- 
ly Review. A year later be explor- 
ed China and Manchuria, and 
produced a series of guidebooks. 
Shortly afterward, as a special 
correspondent for the New York 
Herald Tribune, he wrote eye-' 
witness accounts of the North- 
west famine, in which more than 
2 million people perished. In 1929 
and 1930. as & writer for the 
Chicago Tribune, he covered the 
Chinese -Russian hostilities in 
Manchuria. 

EUs appetite far adventure un- 
sated. he organized a caravan and 
crossed southwestern China, trav- 
eling through Yunnan Province, a 
mountainous and bandit-ridden 
territory, and into Upper Burma 
and India. He was again in India 
to interview Mohandas K. Gan- 
dhi and covered news throughout 
Southeast Asia. 

After publishing his first book, 
"The Par Eastern Front," in. 1933, 
he more or less settled down in 
Peking as a writer fe- the Sat- 
urday Evening Post Fortune and 
Look and as a correspondent for 
, the New York Sun nd the: Daily 
Herald in London. He also taught 1 
at Yenching University. All the 
while he was hearing about the 
Chinese Communists and It bother- 
ed his reportorial instincts that 
no one knew much about them 
in a factual way, certainly no 
Westerner. ... 

‘A World Scoop’ 

"In all these years the Reds 
have been in action no foreign 
newspaper man, practically no 
foreigner at all. has penetrated 
into these Red-controlled re- 
gions," he said. “If . get through 
it will be a vorld scoop." 

Mr. Snow did get through. One 
of the things that helped him was 
that he was not a trench-coated, 
hard-talking correspondent, but 
a curly-haired, good looking, in- 
dustrious and comparatively mild 
journalist who had learned how 
to win the confidence of the 
Chinese. His accounts of the 
Chinese Communists, appealing 
first as newspaper and magazine 
articles, made his reputation. 
Among other things, the Saturday 
Evening Post hired him as an as- 
sociate editor. 

From hindsight, his reportage 
from China was prescient He 
predicted that Japan's military 
success in Manchuria in the early 
1930s would prove fatal to West- 
ern prestige in the Orient And 
he foresaw that the whole colonial 
system would be challenge! in a 
war for the domination of East 
Asia. "The Battle for Asia.” pub- 
lished in 1941, contained many of 
his on-the-spot observations. 

After World War n, Mr. Snow 
was back in the United S'^stps as 
a writer and lecturer. He returned 
to China in I960. 1965 and,' for the 
last time, in last 1970. 

His final book, "The Long Rev- 
olution,” to be published short- 
ly, concerns his observations dur- 
ing his last trip to China. 

M,. Snow's first wife was the 
former Helen Foster,' who wrote 
under the name of Nym Wales. 
They were divorced in 1943 after 
17 years of marriage. He married 
Miss Wheeler, a stage and film 
actress, In 1949.

Morris Watson 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 15 
(NYT) . — Morris Watson, 71. an 
early organizer of the Newspaper 
Guild, whose test case established 
the constitutionality of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Act, "died 
Saturday of cancer. 

Mr. Watson was dismissed by 
the Associated Press In 1935 on 
the ground that his work was 
"unsatisfactory, ” but the National 
Labor Relations Board, and later 
the Supreme Court, decided that 
the real reason la; in his ac- 
tivities in organizing the Ameri- 
can Newspaper Guild, now known 
as the Newspaper Guild. 

In a cose that went on lor two 
Tears, Mr. Watson, a reporter, was 
reinstated to his job in 1937 (he 
left soon afterward; and collected 
damages. The Associated Press 
last its argument that freedom 
of the press would be violated if 
the law regulated who could be 
dismissed and why.

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Carli Warns on Eurodollar Growth 


Zurich, Feb. 15 cap-dj). 

Guido Carli. governor of the 
Baflca d 'Italia, asserted last 
sight that uncontrolled growth 
or the Eurodollar market could 
wreck December’s currency re- 
alignment. 

In a speech at Zurich Univer- 
sity, the head of Italy’s central 
bank proposed that all industrial 
nations share responsibility for 
controlling the supply of Euro- 
dollars. 

He said the best way to do this 
is for government agencies to 
borrow directly in the Eurodollar 
market to reduce liquidity. If 
this proves unacceptable, he said, 
controls should be placed on 
banks that lend Eurodollars. 

Mr- Carli. considered one of 
Europe’s foremost 'monetary theo- 
reticians. argued that the supply 
of Eurodollars will not necessarily 
contract with an expected reduc- 
tion in the U. S. balance-of-pay- 
ments deficit. Rather, the sup- 
ply depends on many factors, in- 
cluding the so-called multiplier 
effect cm the international hank- 
ing system, he said. 

Essentially, when Eurodollars 
are borrowed and converted into 
other currencies, the dollars are 
sometimes lent again, creating a 
multiple of loans. Tire Euro- 
dollar pool is estimated to ex- 
ceed $50 billion, or more than 
the money supply of some Euro- 
. pean countries. 

Specula (ire Attacks 

Mir- Carli said that, although 
the range within which the dol- 
lar can fluctuate above and be- 
low its parity with other curren- 
cies was widened in the Decem- 
ber realignment, the range Is not 
sufficient to prevent speculative 
attacks an currencies financed in 
the Eurodollar market. 

"The Eurodollar market can 
be used to put more pressure on 
currencies than the margins can 
withstand." he said. 

He contended therefore that 
steps should be taken to reduce 
excess Eurodollar liquidity, pre- 
sumably mostly by U. S. authori- 
ties. He noted that, when the 
U. S. Treasury borrowed in the 
Eurodollar market prior to last 
June, the effects were ■'positive." 

But he cautioned that decisions 
to regulate Eurodollar liquidity 
should not be made by the 
United States alone. “Inter- 
national as well as national In- 
terests should be considered,” he 
said- 

Mr. Carli suggested that If this 
approach is not acceptable, each 
country should apply reserve re- 
quirements to banks that lend 
Eurodollars. The effect would 
be to reduce such, lending. 

Since London is the major Eu- 
rodollar center, the Bank of 
England has opposed such a mea- 
sure because It might divert busi- 
ness elsewhere. But Mr. Carli 
said "action could be taken to 
protect Eurobanks from areas 
that don't cooperate.”

realignment far from “brilliant" 
He said that by avoiding provi- 
sions for restoring convertibility 
of the dollar into other monetary 
assets, the accord failed to place 
“any form of restraint on U- S. 
domestic and International mone- 
tary policy." 


He argued that, in view of the 
situation, the EEC has little 
choice but to link its currencies 
in a joint float against the 
dollar. He added that a joint 
float would require European 
countries to agree' to similar 
economic policies so that the 
rates of inflation and business 
expansion are similar. He said 
political difficulties in achieving 
such policy harmonization have 
been overestimated “in some 

quarters.” 


Bundesbank Urges Controls 
To Stem Borrowing Abroad 


From Wire Dispatches 

FRANKFURT, Feb. 15.— The 
Bundesbank today urged the gov- 
ernment tO impose minimum 
reserve requirements on borrow- 
ing by West German corporations 
abroad as a step to protect the 
central bank's credit policy from 
foreign money inflows. 

The enabling legislation for the 
measure became law at the end 
of last year but the government 
has so far not put it Into effect. 

In its latest monthly report, 
the Bundes bank suggested that 
the application of the law would 
lift the current pressure against 
the dollar, which it said has been 
fueled by Inflows of short-term 
capital from abroad. 

Corporations borrowing abroad, 
at rates cheaper than available 
here, accounted for an inflow of 
about 2 billion deutsebe marks 
worth of funds between Dec. 19 
and Jan. 31, the Bundesbank 
said, and the Inflow is continu- 
ing. 

Indirect Controls 

By applying reserves against 
such loans, by which corpora- 
tions would deposit interest-free 
at the Bundesbank as much as 50 
percent of the borrowed amount, 
“an interest barrier would be 
erected which, without directly 
placing controls on foreign ex- 
change flows, would make foreign 
fund seeking prohibitively ex- 
pensive,” the bank said.

Japan Gets 
Surplus in 
Its Payments 

Balance in January - 
Reverses Usual Trend 

TOKYO. Feb. 15 CAF-DJ).— 
Japan had an estimated belance- 
of-payments surplus of $300 mil- 
lion in January, an mrasnal de- 
velopment because for the past 
few years the country has been 
heavily in deficit during the first 
month of the year for seasonal 
reasons. 

The _ positive figure announced 
today by the Finance Ministry 
compares with a $309 million 
deficit in January, 1971, and a 
$280 million deficit in the 1970 
month. In December, - normally 
a heavy surplus month, also for 
seasonal "reasons, the country 
registered an inflow of $330 mil- 
lion. 

Exports rose to $L53 billion 
from $1J ballon In January, 1971. 
Although the gain was 25 per- 
cent in terms of dollars, yen 
receipts were up only 8J per- 
cent from a year earlier because 
of the December revaluation, the 
ministry said. 

Imports totaled $1.36 billion, 
compared with $123 billion a 
year earlier, an 11 percent gain 
in dollar terms, but a 3.7 percent 
decline in yen terms. 

These figures resulted in a 
trade surplus of $170 rnffllon, a 
sharp gain from the $3 million 
net inflow in January, 197L 
$350 mrminn Outflow 

The ministry said the long- 
term capital account showed a 
net outflow of $250 million, com- 
pared with a $ 190-million deficit 
a year earlier. 

Transfer payments and Invisi- 
bles showed a combined outflow 
of $190 million In January, com- 
pared with a deficit of $187 mil- 
lion a year earlier. 

The short-term capital account 
plus errors and omissions reg- 
istered an estimated surplus of 
$490 million last month, com- 
pared with a net inflow of $83 
million in January, 1971. 

The ministry did nob give any 
special explanation for the over- 
all payments surplus last month 
compared with the usual January 
deficit. 

It appeared, however, that ex- 
ports are still running strong de- 
spite the yen revaluation. Officials 
explained that this is largely be- 
cause of the -- fm tfnning recession 
here. 

Imports, while showing a slight 
{rend toward recovery compared 
with preceding months, are. still 
relatively sluggish. 

For all of last year, Japan's 
index of industrial production 
rose 5 percent, the smallest yearly 
gain since the 3.7 percent ad- 
vance recorded in 1965. the Min- 
istry of International Trade and 
Industry reported. 


Abnormal Weather Harms 
Soviet Winter Grain Crops 


MOSCOW. Feb. 15 fAP-DJl.— 
Agriculture, the only major sector 
of the Soviet economy that tailed 
to meet last year's production 
quotas, is in trouble again. 
Fanners have been plagued this 
winter by their traditional enemy 
—the weather. There is either too 
much snow or not enough, or it 
is too cold or too warm. 

The major victim Is the winter 
grain crop In the European and 
Central Asian regions of the 
Soviet Union. Because of little 
snowfall, tbe normal protective 
snow cover has been reduced as 
much as 95 percent, exposing 
crops to penetrating frosts that 
freeze the ground and kill the 
grain. 

Normally reticent about 
national economic headaches, the 
government -controlled press has 
reported in the past few days 
that abnormal January and 
February weather conditions have 
caused significant damage to 
winter grain and fruit crops. 

The disclosures indicate that 
plans far a 190-million- ton grain 
crop this year have been serious- 
ly threatened by a winter kill 
that could match the disastrous 
1968-1969 failure. At that time, 14 
million planted hectares — out of 
a total of 40 million— were 
destroyed and required resowing. 
A hectare is about 2Js acres. 

Farmers are believed to have 
planted 35-36 million hectares 
with grain last autumn and cur- 
rent press reports indicate as 
much as 30 percent may suffer 
from winter kill this year. 

Such a loss would require about 
15-2 million tons of grain seed 
for resowing; Seed that would 
otherwise have been available for 
feeding livestock.

Soviet Union's total grain output, 
annually require an estimated 10 
percent resowing due- to winter 
kill. The snow cover not only 
protects winter crops, but Is a 
major source of moisture for 
spring crops, particularly in Cen- 
tral Asia, where rainfall is usually 
insufficient. 

The current situation means 
the Soviet Union win have a sub- 
stantially reduced winter grain 
crop and will be dependent on a 
good spring sowing. For that, 
farmers will be at the mercy of 
the weather for above-average 
rainfalls. 

Tile lack of snow could seri- 
ously affect grain exports. Ac- 
cording to the latest figures re- 
leased by tbe government, the 
Soviet Union exported more than 
310 million rubles worth of grain 
in 1970-8374 million at the offi- 
cial exchange rate. 

The winter kill has already de- 
stroyed potential exports of 
winter grain to Eastern Europe, 
Italy, Switzerland, West Germany 
and Britain. A bad spring could 
force the Russians to cut back, 
their exports or make up for tbe 
loss by increasing imports. Last 
year, reflecting the poor grain 
performance, the Soviet Union 
imported substantial quantities 
of grain from Canada, Australia, 
France and the United States.

w hen an opponent passes bis 
partner^ rm * > rma ^-n often 
“balance” with a moderate hand, 
since the fourth is marked with 
some strength. However many 
players overbalance, and fall flat 
on their faces. 

Certain factors should dis- 
courage a player from balancing. 
Ltngth in the opponent's suit 'is 
one of them: Jnz or worse is a 
very bad holding. Even more 
dangerous is a shortage in an 
unhid major: If you reopen the 
bidding, somebody will bid that 
major, and whether or not it is 
your partner you will not be 
happy. . 

On the diagramed deal West 
disregarded both warnings -and 
helped his opponents reach, a 
good game contract. 

South passed North’s one- 
spade open. He willingly would 
have responded one heart to a 
minor- suit opening, but could 
not find any satisfactory re- 
sponse to one spade. 

Two specialized conventions 
could have beipwi him: farcing 
one no-trump responses, or pre- 
emptive jump shift responses. 
But South was not using either 
of these conventions,' so be 
passed, hoping West would came 
to the rescue by reopening the 
bidding.

West did. Despite his bad spade 
holding and tide danger the 
heart suit represented, he balanc- 
ed with two clubs. South was a ' 
happy man. He not only showed 
his eight-card suit, bat showed 
it at the three-level. Since he 
had already shown, that his hand 
was very weak, this belated en- 
thusiasm could only mean an 
exceptionally long suit. 

North raised to four hearts, 
relying on his heart honors 
his well-placed club king to 
make 10 tricks. .The contract was 
a good one, wathrmg h ty could 
have been defeated, as East held 
two crucial cards. 

The opening lead was the dia- 
mond king. Bast played the 
three, doing his best to dis- 
courage a diamond continuation, 
since he wanted a club shift. 
However West assumed, for no 
good reason, that South was 
holding up Hfamnn^ ace. 

When he continued diamonds. 
South was home. - He ruffed, 
cashed the spade king, led to 
the heart ace and discarded, two 
dob losers on the high spades 
in dummy. The heart king 
the club ace eventually gave the 
defense two more tricks. 

West should have realized that 
a club shift was necessary at the 
second trick. As South had 
passed one spade, he could not 
have two aces and was unlikely, 
to have even one: tt be held the 
diamond ace, as West supposed. 
East must have the club ace.

After finishing 
Helen Yglesias’s first novel, 
the Houghton-MiffUn-Literaiy- 
Eellcwfiltip-Awasd-wianing "How 
She Died,” my first impulse was 
to put it aside and forget ft as 
quickly as possible. It had. arous- 
ed any number of unpleasant 
feelings In me— revulsion at the 
dying heroine's cancer, exaspera- 
tion with her friends* disorganized 
attempts to help her, frustration 
over everyone's inability to cope, 
annoyance at the story’s refusal 
to soar above the muddled heads 
of its characters— and my incli- 
nation was to dismiss the whole 
business as a bad piece of work. 
But as I tried to put the book 
away, I was troubled by an un- 
usual feeling that it was not the 
author's lack of skin or the fail- 
ure of her imagination that had 
alienated me; It was the people 
themselves the conditions of 
their Eves. And as time passed, 
the novel smoldered in my memo- 
ry like a burn, growing more 
painful even as it began to heal. 

Which means that this is not 
simply a case of a bad novel. 
What then? Let me try to un- 
tangle the web of unpleasant as- 
sociations that it has spun. Mary 
Moody Schwartz is dying of 
cancer at the age of 38. We meet 
her in the hospital Just after she 
has bad a breast removed*, she 
does not know how sick she is; 
her husband, her doctors, and her 
friends axe determined to reas- 
sure her. Sat she has the smell 
of death about her, and when, 
the narrative shifts from her 
point of view to that of her best 
friend. Jean, we learn, the truth 
that she is fatally 111. 

Is that the trouble with the 
book? Is it that one doesn’t want 
to spend the next 300-odd pages 
watching a woman, die? Is it 
that the prospect Is too. horrify- 
ing to endure and that one is 
thus forced outside the story? 
Not exactly, because Mary's hus- 
band, Matt, shares this, point of 
view: He too is terrified by Marys 
canting ordeal, especially when 
her mental condition begins to 
deteriorate and she appears head- 
ed for “ft schizophrenic episode.” 
Mktt seems to be present in the 
story to act oat the reader’s most 
shameful impulses— to run. tram 
his dying wife 'and his chriHwm 
and bis invalid mother-in-law.. So 
he would seem to be our safety 
valve. - • •• 

Except that we do not see 
things from Matt* point of view. 
Most of the novel is narrated by 
Jean. And'lt la to Jean that Matt 
torps in his desperation so that 
when he misuses her as wen, al- 
ternating sleeping with her and 
shutting her out of his life, we 
find it difficult to sympathize 
with him, or to; endure his suf- 
fering. 

Well then, what- about Jean? 
She is conspicuously sympathetic. 
She appears to be a sale rock 
from which to View a sordid mess 
without having one’s face rubbed 
in it. Yes, but Jean is too sympa- 
thetic. Like Grlselda the cow, aha 


tolerates everything. Matt's hys- 
terical comings and goings, Mary's 
irrational abuse, her own alienat- : 
ed husband's vindictiveness, her 
three sons' exasperating growing 
pains. Worse, she sits patiently . ", 
while the Committee debates the 
role she is-to play in the re- 
mains at Mary’s life. 

The Committee? The Commit- 
tee is a group of Old Leftists that 
was formed to defend Mary* 
mother, Isabelle Vance Moody, 
when that noted radical was con- 
victed and sent to jail for pass- 
ing atom-bomb secrets to the Rus- 
sians. The Committee has guided " 
Mary’s life ever since, and a more 
pretentious, insufferable, self- 
conscious lot of idealists would 
be difficult to imagine. The Com- : 
mittee meets in chic apartments 
to hear itself talk. The Commit- 
tee is led by Bob Guerrero, a. . 
Cuban-Jewish doctor-activist who, 
Ironically, is in part responsible 
for Mary’s fatal Illness. The Com- 
mittee decides that It will, be 
Jean’s full-time job to look after 
Mazy, her mother (now out of 
jail fear medical reasons), her chfL- / 
dren. and ha dog. And Jean, 
Grlselda the cow, accepts. 

Get out? Get out? one keeps 
wanting to scream at Jean. Get 
out of Mary's dying life*, get a way 
from Matt; get clear of this mis- 
erable collection of old-Left ideal- 
ists with their money and their 
pretentions to solving everyone’s 
problems but their own. (But Jean 
will not get out She thinks she 
loves Matt. She thinks she owes it 
to Mary to be loyal. She endures. 
“The thing with me,” die tells 
ns, "is that my ideas about hie 
were shaped by all those big real- 
ization movies and books of the 
’60s. You know— wham! — every- 
thing to the hero in 

& single blow to the gut; and 
fadeout— he’s changed for lift. 
But what it had taken me until 
X was almost 40 to learn is what 
happens after the fadeout. Noth- 
ing. The hero goes back to 
whatever he was doing before- 
typing, quarreling, bombing, mak- 
ing money.” She, Jean hangs in 
there.

ln there, the more one begins to 
suspect that one's wish for her 
to get out is not entirely a func- - 
tion of her problems, but partly " 
hinged to one’s own.. Perhaps .one 
is still. looking far' “whaml” 
“fadeout,^“changed fdr life.” Per- 
haps the "nothing” toward which 
this book keeps drifting Is too 
painful. So .1 end up feeling that 
while I dislike Mrs. Yglesiajs’s 
people and the web of'Kfe they 
are caught in, both the people 
and the life have worked a 
powerful effect on me. Perhaps I 
dUlike the book because it has 
moved me in ways I do not wish 
to be moved. Perhaps I resent- the ... 
riail with which the author fcaa.i 
made me a character in her story. .

I cant think of much else 
that might go wrong before I 
get back, although there's a pos- 
sibility that a certain fast-buck 
roofing contractor will drop fay 
and give you that line about how 
he was working in the neighbor- 
hood and just happened to see 
some loose shingles around the 
White House chimneys and thinks 
you ought to have him go up there 
and see if you don't need some 
roof work done. What he does 
then is go up there wearing hob- 
nailed boots and kick holes 
through the tarpaper, which Z 
then have to pay him to patch 
up. If this character takes ad- 
vantage at my absence to show- 
up, just pick up the phone and 
get the White House operator. 

That's about all I can think 
of, Spiro, except don't let any 
hippies in. 

You don't have to worry about 
any routine foreign crises. If you 
get a sudden, crisis, the Na- 
tional Security Council wUL meet 
and teh you What to do. OX 
course, you don't have to ac- 
cept their advice. If you’re In 
doubt about whether to do It their

House operator and tell 
her your problem and shell work 
It out far you.

Nowadays, 1 am told, there exist institu- 
tions known as schools of journalism which, 
go a trifle more thoroughly Into the subject. 

I suppose they have departments on for- 
eign correspondence. I would suggest to 
any such, if they have not already thought 
of it, that they create Chairs on Accents. 

The accent Is the bane of English 
language newspapermen working abroad. 
My own worst tangle with this problem 
occurred when it fell to me to produce 
a Tp a gMfafr supplement on Czechoslovakia 
for the Paris edition of the Chicago Tri- 
bune. This apparently routine assignment 
(we put out such supplements about once 
a month) turned out to be dogged by two 
redoubtable obstacles, stamps and accents. 

Czechoslovakia bad just issued a new set 
of pictorial postage stamps of which It waa 
proud. The Czech officials with, whom we 
were dealing wanted them reproduced in 
the supplement. This seemed a simple 
matter; but unfortunately everybody m 
the Chicago Tribune business office, which 
handled the Incoming mail, collected 
stamps. Over a period of weeks, sets of 
stamps were mailed to me from Prague in 
quantities which must have beggared the 
postal admlnistraiton. None of them reach- 
ed me. The problem was finally solved 
by sending a- set by the diplomatic pouch. 
A messenger was then, dispatched from the 
. Czech Legation, with orders to hand the 
stamps to me personally. The stamps never 
came back from the engraving room, but 
that didn't matter. We had our pictures. 

Accents were more complicated. The 
Czech language possesses the most fiendish 
set of accents to existence. They fall not 


only on vowels, as to well behaved lan- 
guages, but also on letters like C, N, R, 5, 

T and 2L Same of them are of peculiar 
shapes— inverted carets, little 0's (as to 
Swedish), commas. The Czech government, 
which was, of course, paying for the sup- 
plement, far from being 9^°™^ of tht* 
situation, was. jealous of its accents. It 
warded thezn to and It wanted them right. 

The accents did not exist on our lino- 
types. of course, and after a good deal of 
sleuthing, It appeared that they did not 
exist among any linotype mate (the little 
- molds from which letters axe cast) obtain- 
able to Prance. We finally found a simp 
which specialized in printing foreign lan- 
guage texts and borrowed some mats with 
Czech accents. They proved incompatible 
with any type face In the magazines of 
" ofcr linotypes,' and the effect on the proofs 
was like that achieved by little boys play- 
ing with, toy presses using rubber type. We 
finally had to import an entire font of 
type freon Czechoslovakia. Our foreign sup- 
plements were usually lucrative, but that 
one, I think; lost money because of ac- 
cents. 

If so much, trouble cam be caused by ac- 
cents to Europe, a region accustomed to 
them, one can Imagine how much greater 
the difficulties become in the United States, 
where they constitute an exotic gr o wth. 
I rem emb er once trying, God knows why. 
to get the feminine past participle of the 
French verb “create” printed in New York. 
An im p ressive number of proofs produced 
every imaginable combination of the three 
letters Involved except the right on cr<S6e, 
which was clearly incredible. I finally gave 
up.-- 

I have came to the conclusion that there 
is a secret conspiracy among printers to 
discourage the use of accents in Bn gU.«ih 
by Inserting to any line to which they are 
demanded an e r ror more glaring than the 
mere omission of an accent. A case to 


point occurred when The New York Times 
attempted to get the name of a certain 
important European river printed, with 
accent, as the Rhine. The New York Times 
is undoubtedly the only Amwirein paper 
which would have tried this, as “Rhone,” 
without circumflex, is a perfectly good 
English proper noun. Included to an dic- 
tionaries. It can be assumed that the com- 
positor so set it, without accent, and that 
a meticulous proofreader called for the 
circumflex. The linotype operator provid- 
ed it returning the corrected line with, no 
doubt a cackle of: “That 11 lam 'em.” It 
appeared to the paper as “BbOen." 

The most -elaborate bout with the accent 
that X can recall occurred many yean ago 
to Harper’s, a highly literate mag^nf 
which liked to get Us accents on straight 
It had undertaken to print an article about 
a French city a little north of Lyons. The 
proofs no doubt came back to the appro- 
priate editor with the name of the city 
spelled “Macon.” Conversant with French 
(maqon, Jagon, etc.—’ “baoon," a foreign 
world, does not count), the editor adorned 
all the C’s with a comma-shaped mark 
beneath them and returned the proofs to 
the composing room, provoking a dialogue 
something in?** this: 

First Linotype Operator: “Hey, Mac, you 
got any C cedillas on your machine?” 
Second Linotype Operator: “C icftot?" 
First Linotype Operator: “You know— 
those C”s with a little Jigger unde r them." 

Second Linotype Operator (positively): 
“There ain’t no such a character." 

The mind boggles at the thought of the 
number of round trips the proofs must 
have made between composing room a nd 
editorial offices; but to the end, persever- 
ance triumphed. Harper's appeared with 
“Maqon” so spelled a hundred times or so. 

Uufortimately, as is the case also for 
Macon, Ga.; Macon, Ala.; Macon, N.C.; Ma- 
con, Tenn.; Macon, Miss.; and Macon, Mb, 
■ the name of the French ctty.does not take 
the cedfDa. It does have a circumflex ac- 
cent over the A, though (Macon); but fills, 
- to its battle for the cedilla, Harper's over- 
looked. ■ ■ .

Or 
so, at least, thinks Fabrication 
Bril .International.

French firm that manufactures 
both women's men's clothing 
(its designer: Flore Cardin) has 
been trying to win approval from 
TLS. patent authorities to use the 
trademark “Fabrication Bril In- 


ternatianal/FBT' on the inside of 
clothing sold here. 

At every step of the way, it has 
been fough t by the other FBL 
The FBI says that the clothing 
firm’s initials are "likely to de- 
ceive and confuse the public. . . 

According to T. Hayward 
Brawn, chief tif the patent sec- 
tion of the Justice Department, 
his office's legal challenge to the 
Brfl trademark was approved per- 
sonally fay J. Edgar Hoover. 


Mr. Brown declined to say 
whether Mr. Hoover’s instructions 
were made personally or in writ- 
tag.
